You Recognize А 
Good Cantaloupe? 


Do you know how to pick a 
good cantaloup —опе that's a 
real taste treat? 

Look for five: things 
you are shopping for a canta- 
loup — netting, slip, color, firm- 
ness, and aroma, says Mrs. 
Gladys Kendall, Marketing Spe- 
cialist, Florida Agricultural Ex- 
tension Service. 

The cantaloup should be “well 
netted." The netting is the rais- 
ed gray-brown pattern over the 
surface that stands out above 
the yellow or green color of the 
skin, 

A good eating melon has 
high, raised netting over some 
part of the surface. And it won't 
have large areas that are “ісі” 
withouting any meetingthough 
the side that lies on the ground | 
may have little, if any, netting. | 
Or, there may be “stripes” of 
green or yellow. In riper me- 
lons, stripes of brownish color 
may appear. 


The melon should also have| 


a "full slip." The slip is a cir- 
cular scar where the stem was 
detached when the ripe melon 
was harvested. A stem scar that 
retains part of the stem ог has 
been gouged out of the melon 
indicates that the cantaloup was 
not ripe when picked from the 
vine. 

Skin color of a top quality 
cantaloup is usually yellow, or 
turning yellow. Green color on 
a well netted melon with a full 


when 


slip indicates that the melon is 
not ready to eat. The flesh is 
likely to be hard and not yet 
fully flavored, 

Yellow skin color indicates 
good flavor and a mellow, ready 
to eat flesh. Yellow color with- 
out good netting and full sli 
however, may be a disappoint- 
ment. И may only be an im- 
mature melon that hos colored- 
up. 

‘Squeeze the cantaloup — but 
gently — to determine firmness, 
says Mrs, Kendall. You may 
have to use both hands to keep 
from bruising the melon. 

Check particularly the blos- 
som end, and end opposite the 
stem scar, for firmness 
yields, a little to the touch, it 
is ripe. But avoid a really soft 
melon, or one that has large, 
soft bruises, 

Aroma may not always be 
present,.especially if the canta- 
loup is not well rippened. And 
aroma alone may be mislead- 
ing, the. marketing specialist 
says. И the characteristic aroma 
is there in combination with 
the other four points, the can- 
taloup is probably just right for 
good eating.

Association of Food Chains recalled an important bit of more 
or less ancient history: "I can't help remarking that in the early 
1930's when chains first came into prominence, there was great 
concern that they were going to take over the entire food busi- 
ness, However, through the adoption of similar operating prac- 
tices — mainly in procurement and warehousing, and self- 
service supermarkets — the independent has been able to match 
the strength of the chains and in many cities it is an independent 
who is the leading distribujor.” 


The statistics bear this|put. Independent retailers who have 
banded together into voluhtary and cooperative organizations 
do about 45 percent of the grocery business in this country. The 


corporate chains do an equal amount, and the rema 
cent is done by small unaffiliated independent retailers. 


The morál of this is that, in a free enterprise system of doing 
things, no one has a monopoly of tal imagination or initia- 
tive.
